Khrushchev, who made a his­ 
toric, 13-day visit to the U.S. last 
September, once described Presi

peace. He has made clear that 
he believes 
a 
reapprochment 
is 
not only possible but necessary. 
In a later visit to Peiping, he 
pointedly told his Chinese hosts 
war had to be abandoned as a 
means 
of 
settling 
international 
disputes. 


But Mao’s reaction was a cold 
one. 


Instead of agreeing, his chief 
lieutenants 
increased 
their 
at 


tacks on 
the United States, de­ 
scribing it as the source of "a g ­ 
gressive imperialism” which had 
to he resisted to the death.
